W  ariety   is  the   iceynote,   originality  the 
theme,  of  Winter  Term.    Four  weeks  set  apart 
for  digging  into  a  course  or  seminar  not 
regularly  offered;  for  individual  projects, 
approved  by  an  adviser,  on  campus  or  far 
afield;  for  gaining  practical  experience  which 
tests  theoretical  learning  and  may  lead  to  a 
future  career. 

Many  students  remain  at  college  to  take  a 
concentrated  course  or  seminar,  or  to  work  on 
projects  in  the  immediate  area.   Others  try  their 
wings  in  distant  places:  living  in  a  kibbutz  in 
Israel;  working  in  a  legal  aid  office  where 
fluency  in  Spanish  is  required;  doing  inde- 
pendent biological  research  in  the  Bermudas; 
serving  as  interns  in  government  agencies  or 
getting  into  the  political  scene  in  Congressional 
offices;  exploring  the  musical  world  of  Vienna; 
gaining  experience  in  welfare  departments, 
hospitals,  mental  health  centers;  teaching 
French  in  high  school  or  language  skills  to 
disadvantaged  children;  visiting   Russia  on 
a  study  tour;  living  with  a  black  family  in  a 
rural  community;  counseling  adolescents  in 
Greenwich  Village;   pursuing  ethnological 
studies  in  Mexico. 


Winter  Term  is  a  time  for  exploring,  testing, 
experimenting;  for  open-end  learning  with 
hands  and  head;  for  stretching  the  imagination 
and  extending  one's  horizons. 

It's  a  chance  to  thaw  ice-bound  buds  and 
let  them  expand. 
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
